A Procession of Angry Miners Armed and 
Carrying Kegs of Beer—Shots Fired and 
Violence Momentarily Feared.

COLLINSVILLE, ILL., May 25.— The situa- 
tion to-day is even more strained than yes- 
terday. Not amine on the Vandalia rail- 
road between East St. Louis and Troy is in 
operation, and all are closed and 
watched by the strikers. Towards dark 
last evening Collinsville was still in 
the possessio of the Belleville and Casey- 
ville miners. Instances of drunkenness 
were so frequent that at 8 o’clock Mayor 
Stevens ordered all the saloons closed and 
swore ina force of fifty deputies to assist 
Marshall Reynolds in the preservation of 
peace and to guard mining and other 


property. A portion of the squad 
was detailed for duty at the Abbeyville 
and Collinsville Company’s mines and the 
others patrolled the streets. Some of, the 
turbulent element created some uneasiness 
by firing random shots from the bluff be- 
tween the two mines. At eignt o’clock 

A SHOT-GUN WAS DISCHARGED 
in the direction of Mine No. 3, and the shot 
rattled against the box-car side-traeked a 
few yards from the office. Two nervy men 
went out to investigate and were told that a 
man had just returned from hunting and was 
emptying his gun. This did not, how- 
ever, account for some eighteen shots 
fired in the next two hours. The 
diseharge of fire-arms seems to have been 
mere deviltry. At midnight the St. Clair 
county deputies went back to East St. Louis. 
Sheritt Holse, of Madison county, who 
reached the scene after my report closed yes- 
terday, after looking over the field, sent 
two telegrams to Gov. Hamilton, in which 
he stated that such are the social and busi- 
ness complications in this district. that he 
does not believe a civil posse could be raised 
strong enough to quell the mob, should it re- 
sort to extreme measures.

to march. The sheriff received no direct 
reply from the Governor, and is in a quan- 
dary as to how to proceed.

The following is his dispatch to 
the editor of the World: The Repub- 
lican party is credited with a successful 
war and its results, It may obtain or keep 
power, and not merit it, but the Democratic 
party must deserve to be, before it will be 
successful. It is still true that, as between 
political parties, what the laws shall be and 
how they shall be executed is more impor- 
tant to the people than who shall make or 
execute them. .The Democratic party will 


not get 
CONTROL OF THE GOVERNMENT 


by the use of even more money than the Re- 
publicans use in elections, for any 
yarty that buys will sell it. 
‘he party which uses money to get 
offices will use the offices to get 
the money back, ana will succeed. The 
Democratic party must be better than the 
Republican party. The political power is 
still left with the people, and its exercise is 
safest when nearest to them. The Govern- 
ment should interfere with them as little as 
possible, and not at all in those things which 
they can better do for themselves without 
such interference. Without some yet undis- 
covered economic mystery through which 
Government adds to the abundance of the 
people by retaining part of what is first taken 
from them, thev will not be made more 

rosperous by its interference with their 
— pursuits or by a greater use of the 
taxing power than its actual needs demand.

This 
will be avoided H we limit the taxes laid on 
the people to the actual needs of the Govera- 
ment, economically administered. a 

Taxes of whatever character ought to be 
laid highest upon, and so as to take the most 
trom, those things which people can best do 
without, but no higher ratesshould be laid 
than will raise the required sum. A higher 
rate is destructive of industry and prosper- 
ity, though abundant cheap lands and re- 
sources may put off the evil day. The an- 
nuai report of the American Iron and Stee! 
Assosiation, of May 1, 1883, teils the country 
that last year there was a disagreement as to 
the rates of wages between manufacturers 
and laborers, the result of which was that 
nearly all the iron mills closed, and the 
laborers were unemployed for months; that 
there were more mills than would make all 
the iron the coustry could use; that there- 
fore stopping the mills and the men remain- 
ing idle was by no means a calamity to the 
manufacturers. The calamity, then, 

FELL ON THK LABORING MEN, 

and this is the effect of the present system 
in iron and all other over-protected indus- 
tries. In these industries thousands of 
millions are invested. Millions of men are 
employed, and they earn about one dollar a 
day when they work under the present sys- 
tem. The calamity of four montis’ 
enforced idleness in a single year 
falls wholly upon laboring men; none 
of it upon the manufacturers, who may close 
four months when they will. There is such 
adivision of opinion among Democrats as 
requires toleration on the tariff question, but 
those unwilling to repeal war rates which 
were added to a protective tariff are entitied 
to leniency.

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The Murder of John Horne Last 
Night by Otto L. Dierberger. |

A Terrible Tragedy on a Market Street 
Car Growing out of the Anniversary of 
England’s Sovereign—The Wives of the 
Murderer and His Victim Witness the 
Bloody Work. | 


* 

The residents of Compton Hill Who rode 
down town on car No. 56 of the Market 
street line this morning nervously avoided a 
stain in the matting near the rear entrance. 
It had been laboriously scrubbed, but the 
reddish stain and the busy files still showed 
plainly where John Horne fell at the hands 


of Otto L. Dierberger at 12:20 this morning. 
Every passenger who noted the num ber 
of the car riveted his or her gaze on this par- 
ticular spot, and watched the antics of the 
swarm of flies with intense interest. Con- 
flicting accounts of the: altercation, and the 
dispute which led to it, appeared in the morn- 
ing papers. : 

THE FACTS CONCERNING THE KILLING 
as they oresented themselves to 
the principals wiil not be 
known until the ceroner’s inquest, which has 
been postponed until to-morrow. As 
gleaned from the statements of the parties, 
the fatal fight grew out of a dispute. Car 
No. 56 had started west on its last trip last 
night. At the Fourth street terminus it was 
pretty well filled with passengers and after 
reaching ‘Twentieth street the load 
was gradually discharged. John Horney 
and Joseph Jackson,two English mechanics, 
were riding on the front platform with the 
driver, Edward Thomas, who is also an 
Englishman, Jackson and Horne were re- 
turning to their common residence, No. 3611 
Manchester road, after attending a 
celebration of the anniversar of 
Queen, Victoria's birthday. Various 
matters were discussed, when 
Horne remarked the success of the celebra- 
tion. This attracted the driver’s attention, 
and, turning to the passengers, asked them 
if they were from England. Jackson an- 
swered that he was frum Manchester, and 
the driver said he was born in Liverpool— 
‘just 60 miles from you.” Jackson 
corrected him, saying the distance 
between Manchester and Liverpool 
was only 36 miles. ‘The driver insisted that 
he was right and Jackson called him a liar. 
This was promptly resented by Thomas, 
who struck atJackson. Horne interfered 
and while the three were parrying and strik- 
ing. G. W. Carroll, the conductor, ran. to 
the front platform and was followed by 
Dierberger who immediately 

TOOK A HAND IN THE FIGHT. 

At that time the five men were scuffling on 
the narrow platform, on which there was al- 
so a high stool anda water bucket. Horne, 
Jackson and Dierberger were forced into the 
body of the car by the conductor aud the 
driver. Dierberger drew a revolver from his 
pocket and said he was going to arrest 
Jackson, when Horne interferred. The 
three men had hoid of one another 
at the time, and as a second exchange of 
blows seemed imminent the conductor again 
interfered and was met by Jackson, who 
struck at him. Horne and Dierberger were 
still ne in the forward end of the car. 
The former forced the latter down into the 
southwest corner and was held over him by 
the under man’s embrace. In this posftion 
Dierberger lowered his revolver and fired.

The officers at the 
Mounted District station — three blocks 
east ot the scene of the killing were attracted 
by the shet and ran to the spot. When they 
arrived they were given a discription of the 
man who did the shooting, and furnished 
with his hat, Which had been 
knocked off n the scuffle 
and lay on the floor at the edge 
of a pool of blood. Sergts. Purcell and 
Floerich at the suggestion of the conductor 
started for Dierberger’s Walhalla beer gar- 
den on the Manchester road. On entering 
the house they found Dierberger in bed in. a 
room with his wife and two chi- 
dren. On questioning they deter- 
mined that he was the man. 
they were looking forand ordered him to 
get up and dust. 

HE ADMITTED ; 
that he was on the car, but refused to mak 
any statement about the difficulty, claiming 
that he was only a spectator. This is the 
story of the killing as it appears from ail 
te statements, but, according to the in- 
dividual views of the parties, the 
case presents ditferent phases. 

G. W. CARROLL, THE CONDUCTOR, 
was found on his car this. morning and made 
the following statement of the case: 1 
think the two women that Dierberger says 
are his wife and sister got on at Fourth street, 
and he got on at Sixth. He was smoking a 
cigarette and in a few minutes threw it away 
and went in and sat down beside the 
ladies. Horne and his wife and 
Jackson got on at Seventh or Eighth street, 
I think, and the two men went out to the 
front platform. They were orderly and 
made no disturbance whatever. The first 
thing that attracted my attention was when 
I saw biows — and warded off on 
the front platform. Iran out, and so did 
this man that they say is 
Dierberger. The driver was leaning over 
the dash-board holding the lines tight. It 
was down hill and the car

Featners go at 
exacily the same rates as iron or 
any heavier articles. The rates for all class- 
es of goods range from three cents per 100 
pounds for the shortest distance, to $1 16 for 
the distance between the termini of the 
branch. The freight tariff of the 
therefore, instead of being a column in it- 
self, containing not only many 
columns of rates, definitions of 
classes. instructions, etc., beside 
several closely printed pages, giving 
governing classsification, is.a little two by 
four sheet, very similar to an old-fashioned 
time schedule. The A., T. & S. F. has for 
over a year been attempting to secure a re- 
peal of this one rate law in Mexico, but bas. 
not succeeded yet. Freight for Gnay- 
mas or any point on this branch is billed 
through over the A., T. & S. F. from 
points on the main ine of the 
road in the United States, 
and in many cases the class of the goods is 
such that the entire through is 
less than the rate from Nogale 
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Hastern Manufacturers Afraid or

Freight Rates on Certain Classes of Dry 
Goods—What Our Wholesale Merchants 
Say—How it Affects Trade. 


A Post-DIsPATCH reporter talked with 
several representatives of the wholesale and 
jobbing dry goods houses in the city on the 
question ofreducing rates on domestic 


dry goods from the East to all Western 
nts. Itis claimed by the dry goods men 
hat the freight charges on heavy cotton dry 
goods, such as sheetings, etc., are out of all 
proportion to the cost and the service re- 
quired in transportation. These goods were 
classed among the first-class goods during 
the war, when the cost of them was five or 
six times greater than at present, and to re- 
tain them at their present freight rates itis 
claimed isinjurious. A petition signed bymost 
of the Eastern manutacturers and Western 
jobbers has been presented to the pool com- 
missiopers, who have the matter under con- 
sideration, Commissioner Fink’s arguments 
against the reduction, thatit would not af- 
fect consumers, and that it would necessa- 
rily tend to increase rates on grain and 
lighter goods, and thereby injure trade in 
general, were indicated in Wednesday’s 
dispatches. 
A member of the firm of 
CROW, HARGADINE & co. 
said: “The truth is this is a movement 
more on the part of Eastern manufacturers, 
than Western dry-goods wen. 
manufacturers at the present rates of 
treight cannot compete with the 
Western and Southern manufacturers, who 
are making large quantities of the same 
goods. The Chicago men who handle these 
Lastern goods are also deeply interested.“ 
However, we have joined with them because 
the rates are unjust and aflect us also. 
There is, of course, a demand for 
the standard Eastern makes, and we 
can not handle them ata profit, The price 
of the goods has greatly decreased, and they 
are. muc easier to pack and much less liable 
to injury than goods that are transported at 
much less cost. Fink’s arguments are fooi- 
ish. The public the gen- 
eral consumer must the de- 
crease in freight rates, as far 
as increasing the rates of silks and lighter 
zoods is concerned we are indifferent to that. 
We would rather pay five prices on silks 
than a high rate on these heavy goods. It 
costs us ninety-four cents on the hundred 
pounds to bring these goods to St. Louis 
at present, fully five per cent of the 
cost. ‘The charge is exorbitant, considering 
the character oi the goods. 
Mk. WALKER, 
of Ely, Walker & Co., said the freight rates 
of the goods in question amounted almost to 
a prohibitory rate, as the jobbers only 
handled what was absolutely demanded by 
the trade, and they were baundled 
ataloss because the price hadto be put 
down, as the Southern manufacturer deliy- 
ered his goods of the same kind free of 
freight, and the jobbers had to sell at New 
York prices. He thought the railroads would 
be fully 9 for the reduction by 
the increase in the traffic. 
MR. EISEMAN, 
of Rice & Stix, said: The present rates are 
extremely“ unjust because the goods are 
cheap, and the rates were put on at first on 
account of thejhigh price of goods and liabili- 
ty to injury in bales. Now itis very seidom 
that any claims are ever made for damaged 
goods of this kind. A reduction 
would benefit both the jobber and consumer, 
as it would increase competition; asit now 
stands fhe south, must have 9 Monden of 
the trade. itis important to both, besause 
if we had the competition which 
would ensue, the jobbers would 
feel warranted in enlarging their business.“ 
MR. BROWN, 
of Dodd, Brown & Co., declared that a re- 
duction must come, and come soon, to save 
the Eastern trade in such goods. Why,“ 
suid he, you would be surprised to go 
through our stock and see the amount and 
quality of goods of this class made by South- 
ern manufacturers.

A Post-DISPATCH reporter climbed into a 
milkman’s wagon on upper Broadway at 4 
o’clock this morning, and had a pleasant 
ride over about six miles of territory, through 
a fashionable section of the city lying west 
of Sixteenth street.

“You don’t say so,” remarked the reporter 
in surprise.

Pesides 
id’s de gusdom going away pack to de dimes 
of Mike MeGoole und Choe Chefferson, dot 
ve mustn’t took not’ing sdraight except our 
viskey, vich ve may also daik enny vay ve 
kin got it, eider.

“You don’d told me,“ said the milkman, 
lau hing. 

„is, I do tould ye,” the girl retorted, tilt- 
ing her meat hook more so that the top of it 
pointed towards the roosting place of the 
porth star. 

„Vell, den I guess so,” said Chris, as he 
took upthe reins and drove away, laughing. 

A few doors, or rather gates, beyond. 
another Irish girl answered the summons of 
the bell, and after exchanging humorous 
greetings and getting her milk, invited the 
hero of the occasion into the kitchen to have 
a cup of coffee. He went and was in the 
house long enough to eat four meals, not- 
withstanding which he came out without 
wiping his mouth or picking his teeth. 

Is that your girl?” the reporter asked, 
when the milkman returned to his seat in 
the wagon, smiling. 

“Dot's von of 'em,“ he said. Valid und 
you'll see lots of 'em before we got drough.“ 

And the reporter did see lots of them. The 
girls who came to the back gate embraced 
ali sorts of nationalities, and their conver- 
sation with tle jolly milkman ranged from 
the most pruiently prudish quality to the 
freest and easiest the female tongue can 
indulge iu.
